Latimer, the Jadnon malridda, la at 

liberty and is armed With a rifle. Ho 

•scaped soon after 1 o'clock yesterday 
morning, after drugging George W. 
Haight, who had cliar;.^" of the gate up- 
stairs. Haiuhl died at H a. m., as a re- 
sult of the poison. Cai>tain Gill, night 
keeper, is under arrest charged tntil 
being Latimer's accniniilire. 

I.,atiuier tried to release the prisoners 
near liis own cell, but failing, made his 
own esi'ujx' by way of the front gate. 
He secured a ritle aiuVn (piantity ot am- 
muniticm befor<' going and .vill surely 
make a desperate rt sistanrM. Those 
who know him say there is not one 
hance in a thou.sand of ever taking 
him alive. 

-Tliere in tho mcst intense excitement 
and hundri ds of men are searching the 
city and Burrounding country. Tele- 
grams have been sent all over the state 
and it si ems impossible he can escape. 

Latimer has for some time occupied 
the cell nearest the door to the guard- 
room, and it is stated that for some 
time ho has been allowed certain jniTl- 
leges by Night Captain M. P. OHI not 
accorded to other convicts, and on sev- 
eral occasions lately he has bean per- 
mitted to take limcheon with Captain 
Gill in the lower corridor. Just how he 
managed to administer the poison to 
Haight is not vet known. 

Word has Just reached here from a 
farmer at Horton, six miles south of 
here, that at 6 o'clock in the morning a 
man answering the description of Lati- 
mer called at his hooae, and asked 
for something to eat. He said he had 
been robbed of his own clothes by t.u 
MMped convict, and that he had made 
him don the prison pants he had on and 
gave him an overcoat, takins his own 
coat, rest and hat. The sheriff believei 
thf daw authentic.

CoFFEYTlLUl, Kan., March 88.— A 
daring bank robbery occurred atCaney, 

Kan., a small town eight miles south of 

hero, yesterday afternoon. The bank 
roMjnl was the Caney Valley, the only 
inhtiiutiiin of the kind in the place, and 
the ri)i;lifrs secured !»t,(ii)f). 

Shortly at ter 4 o'click two men who 
were recnj,'nized as tin- ui>tori()us Henry 
Starr and a man named Newcomb, en- 
tered the bank unmasked and covering 
the einulovea with their revolvers de- 
mandi d ail the im ucv on baud. The 
employes comjdiod and banded over all 
of tho "bank's cHi*h, about !^4,0(J0. 

N(jb(xly but the bank's employ.'S 
were in tlie plac;', and as no one on tlio 
outside had noticed anything out of tho 
way in their conduct, the bandits hal 
nothing e:-ipeeially to fear. Placing the 
money in bags, with which they had 
provided themselves, and warning the 
employes that they would meet instant 
death should they give the alarm, tho 
men 'oacked from the bank, mounted 
their horses, and were soon on their 
way toward the Indian Territory. 

When tho alarm was finally given a 
posso of citizens was quiekly organized 
and started in hot pursuit. Before the 
start could be made, however, the rob- 
bers had secured an advantage of fully 
80 minute-", and it now seems im> 
probable thai they can be caught up 
with. Nothmg haa been baara from 
them since.

A RUN ON TBI YARIOaS BANKS. 



Two ot Them Go >I><ivu Id ti>a Cnwh, One 
Oomplataly Mid the OUmt Tomporttrlly 
Cloned— Ii la Ballavad Thft tho Troublx 
In Sow Over and Confldanca Will ao«ii 
Il« llcKtorrcl. 

Nashvili-e, Morch 28.— The Bank of 
Commerce failed yesterday, while an- 
other bank, the Mechanics' Savings 
bank, fearing a run that It would not 
lie able to meet, took advantage of a 
Btunding rule and required depositors 
to give 00 divys' notice of witlnlniwal of 
deposits. It was a sciually day in Nash- 
ville, and but for the fact that the 
banks had time between Saturday 
night and Monday morning to prepare 
themselves thara might hava been more 
trouble. 

With the exception of the Bank of 
(.'onunerce, however, all the Nashville 
banks are perfectly lolTant, but of 
course do not keep enough money on 
hand to pav off all depositors on sud- 
den demands. Since Saturday, how- 
ever, tlie larger banks had secured from 
|lt)0,000 to ifiOO,000 each, and yesterday 
when* the doora were opened great 
stacks of currency ware piled up on the 
tellers' desks in plain Tiaw inaide the 
vaults. 

All the Najihville banks are located 
near College and Union streets and yes- 
terday morning before 9 o'clock the 
pavements were crowded, mostly, how- 
ever, by idlers. There were many peo- 
ple expecting to see a general run on 
all the banks, but in this they were dis- 
appointed. All the banks opened for 
business, except the Bank of Com- 
merce, which, at 10 o'clock, poated a 
notico of assignmant. This bank had 
about decided to make an assignment 
last week. . Its statement is as follows: 

Assets — Notes discounted, |7«,000; 
real estate and cash, $81,700; total, 197,- 
700. 

Liabilities— Capital stock paid in, $27,- 
.1(10: deposits, savings account, $14,000; 
(lep(wits, special account, |1B,000; gen- 
eral deposits, 119,000; profit and loss, 
!{;J2,200; total, $07,700. 

The fact that it had not opened its 
doors increased the nervous feeling to 
some extent, and the Mechanics' Saviugs 
bank directors decided that the best 
plan for them would ba to require de- 
positors to give 00 days' notice of with- 
drawal, as provided in theur rules. 
They therefore announced that this 
would be enforced. 

It is thought that the Mechanics' 
bank will reanma buaineas as usual in a 
day or two, aa soon as the nervous feel- 
ing haa been entirely abated. With 
very few axoeptiona the people who 
drew tiieir money from the other banks 
were small depoaitora. Those ha\'ing 
large acoounta ware satisfied of their 
safety, and taitarviaws with all the lead- 
ing bankers show that their friends 
have come to their rescue, and yester- 
day's deposits are in vnotm ot what was 
drawn out. 

At the American National bank a 
notice was displayed in the window that 
a dosen of tlie wealthiest men in Nash- 
ville, whose names were signed thereto, 

ftledged their personal estates to secure 
he depositors. One of the aignerato 
this was Oeneral W. H. Jackaoo, owner 
of BeUeMead. 

The statement of the Commercial 
bank, which failed Saturday, was as 
follows:

SENATE PROCE EDINGS. 

Itrpurt Made on tii<* ('diiIvhK')! .'>i'nutorlnl 
SrntH. 

Washington, March 28.— The pre> 
aenting of petitions at the preaant ez> 
traordinary session of the senate was 

stopped yesterday at the suggestion of 

Mr. (lorman (Deiu.. Md.) and those pi;- 
titiorm that may be reeeivi d hereafter 
are to be tiled with the seci-etary of the 
senate, to be preseiitc'tl at tiie ne.xt reg- 
rdar session. 

A very positive ilenial w.is mad" I'y 
Mr. Call (Dem.,Fla. » of a ncwspaiier 
p;nat;r:iph stating tliat In- had be'll 
criticising President {'l"vcland in the 
corridors and elevators of the Capitol 
in coiineotioD with appointments to 
office. 

Mr. Call also made an argument 
against the constitutionality of the pro- 
vision in ttie last legislative bill for a 
commission to examine into the ex- 
ecutive d'liartments. 

Resolutions wore offereil by Mr. 
Chandler (Rep., N. H.) directing an in- 
({uiry into the operations of the immi- 
gration laws, and were laid over. 

Majority reports were made by Mr. 
Hoar (Rep., Mass.) in favor of admission 
to their seats of the three senators ap- 
pointed by the governors of Montana, 
Wyoming and Washington. The mi- 
nority reports, adverse to their rights 
to seats, are to be made to<lay by Mr. 
Vance (Dem., N. C). The resolution 
heretofore offered by Mr. Call (Dem., 
Fla.) declaring absolutely null and void 
the provisi«n in the last legislative ap- 
]iroi)riation bill for the appointment, 
by tlie s])e.'iker and vice president of 
the last cM^ngress, of a commission of 
three senators and three representatlTes 
to examine into the aervice of the ex- 
ecutive departments, but went over 
without action. 

The senate then, on motion of ^r. 
Coke (Dem., Tax.), proceeded to execu- 
tive business. 

The senate, after the execntiTe ses- 
sion, gave out the news that it had con- 
fiirmed the nomination of BUaa Lam- 
onrenx of Wisconsin to be commis- 
sioner of the general land ofBoe and of 
Horace E. Lnrton of Tennessee to be 
judge of the United Btatea circuit court 
to succeed Associate Justice Jackaon of 
the supreme court of tha United Btates. 
The senate also confirmed all the other 
nominations made up to date, indud- 
ing that of John £. Risley of New 
York to be United States minister to 
Denmark, against whom certain charges 
have been pnUiahed concerning his 
connection auring the war with the 
disloyal orouiixation known as the 
Knights of Ihe Golden Chrcle. The an- 
nooncement of these confirmations, 
however, is held back from promulga- 
tion to the public under a rule requir- 
ing the executive sesaiona to elapse be- 
fore announcement ia made, whenever 
such a course ia dedred by any sen- 
ator. 

An effort was mada toreleaae for pub- 
lication the recently ratified Russian ex- 
tradition treaty, but tha motion has not 
yet been fliuuly passed upon. The 
question of reorganisation was briefly 
touched upon, also without result. • 

REVOLUT IONISTS BEATEN.

Bvais' defeat by government troops near 
Alegre, Rio Grande do Sul, on Thurs- 
day was a greater blow to the Brazilian 
revolutionists than the early stories of 
the fight indicated. A dispatch from 
Rivera says that General Seravais was 
not <mly beaten, bnt that B,uuu of his 
men became the prisoners of Colonel 
Matta, the ecnnmander of the govern- 
ment troops. 

The news from Bago is that General 
Tavarez is entrenched outside the Cas- 
tilqista stronghold, and is shelliuK tlie 
town from the hills with several large 
iiege guns. No general attack has been 
made upon the Castilhista garrison.
